Major South Alabama Strike Sprays 
150-Foot Stream of High Grade Oil 


CITRONELLE, Ala., Feb. 7 (—The most important strike 
since the discovery of the Citronelle oil field in August came 
in on a drill stem test today, spraying a 150-foot stream of 
high gravity oil into the air. 

A total of 2,520 pipe feet of 45.5 gravity oil was recovered 
as the tool remained open 26 minutes in the Trans-Tex Drill- 
ing Co.’s No. 1 Boy Scouts of America well. 

“This was a very sensational test,’’ commented W. 
White of Shreveport, La., president of the drilling firm. 

The wildcat well is 24% miles southeast of the Donovan 
discovery well, which came in as a free flowing well Aug. 16 
to open intensive drilling operations in the area. 

The oil was taken from 28 feet of sands located at 10,917 
to 10,945 feet below the surface. A good steady blow of clean 
oil continued to burst from the pipe. 

The well, just inside the southern city limits of Citronelle, 
was producing no salt water. The producing sands are only 
17 feet lower than the top sands in the Donovan. 

Trans-Tex has the principal interest in the well, although 
some is held by Zach Brooks Drilling Co., the Donovan 
drillers; and Gulf Refining Co.

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Tax Digest 
Expert Held 
Fulton Need 


The Fulton County Board of 
Education may have to hire a 
fiscal expert to determine how 
much tax revenue it will receive 
this year under the county’s new 
tax digest, Supt. Paul D. West 
told the board Tuesday.

Another Step Closer 


At long last Atlanta’s urban redevel- 
opment program shows signs of getting 
under way. 

At the request of Alderman Hamil- 
ton Douglas Jr., the city’s Board of Alder- 
men has authorized the Atlanta Housing 
Authority to apply for $524,000 in federal 
funds to be used in planning the program. 

The housing authority is the body, 
which after considerable wrangling, has 
been designated as the authority to carry 
out this slum clearing and renewal pro- 
gram. The areas which will be studied 
for redevelopment are Buttermilk Bot- 
toms in the lower Piedmont Ave. area; a 
section in the neighborhood of Atlanta 
University and the Washington-Rawson 
street section. 

Urban redevelopment is that process 
by which a municipality, with the aid of 
federal funds, buys up and clears its 
substandard, revenue-deficient sections. 
These sections then are rebuilt into so- 
cially healthy, economically self-support- 
ing parts of the city. 

Factually, but regrettably, Mr. Douglas 
pointed out that it may be two years 
before any concrete steps can be taken. 
The federal government must approve 
the request for funds, plans must be 
drawn and approved and then finally 
federal aid may be forthcoming. 

Atlanta has been extraordinarily slow 
in qualifying for these federal face-lift- 
ing and. general rejuvenation funds. But 
now that the road is cleared of legal ob- 
stacles and the Board of Aldermen has 
approved this definite move, we trust 
that from now on all possible haste will 
be made.

Florida Gets the Jump 
On Nuclear Energy Use 


Our neighbor to the south, Florida, 
seems to be getting the atomic jump on 
us—in industrial use of nuclear energy 
and in education. 


In Washington the Atomic Energy 
Commission has announced receipt of 
seven proposals for private construction 
of small nuclear power plants of the kind 


that could supply heat and electricity to 
U.S. or foreign communities. 

Two of the proposals are frorn Florida. 

Orlando seeks a metal fuel reactor, 
25,000 to 40,000 kilowatts, and the Uni- 
versity of Florida wants a smaller one, 
producing 2,000 kilowatts, for educational 
and experimental purposes. 

The university hopes by this progres- 
sive step to be well ahead of her sister 
states when nuclear energy becomes com- 
monly used for industrial power. 

And since she has acted while others 
are talking, it is very likely she will 
succeed.

The Best Police Work 


Is in Crime Prevention 


There is a tribute to Scouting and to 
adults who give of their time in Scout 
leadership in the comments this week of 
two Atlanta detectives on the subject of 
teen-age crime. 

The two are J. L. Cain and J. Letchas 
Carney, both of them Scoutmasters and 
the latter a recipient of the Silver Beaver, 
coveted honor that goes to few Scouters. 

Besides investigating crime in Atlanta, 
these two men give of their time in crime 
prevention. They do that in the hours they 
devote to organizing and fons Scout 
troops. 

Detective Cain says he has seen the 
incidence of juvenile crime drop appreci- 
ably in areas where Scout troops have 
been- started. He says he hasn’t had a 


single Boy Scout in one of his troops to 
go “bad.” 

Too often a police officer is judged by 
the number of arrests he makes or the 
number of cases he breaks. More often, 
he should be judged by the number of 
arrests he has prevented, the crimes he 
has stopped before they started. 

He can do that by vigilance, by precept 
and example, by a leadership that brings 
him close to his constituents. 

We commend Detectives Cain and Car- 
ney for their records in that respect. 

We commend Scouting as a deterrent 
to delinquency.

Probe Is a Bit Late 
On Gas Bill Charges 


The U.S. Senate voted yesterday to 
investigate an “alleged improper attempt” 
to influence the vote of Sen. Francis Case 
(R-SD) on the natural gas bill. The at- 
tempt involved an offer of $2,500 to the 
senator’s campaign fund. How many other 
senators were influenced the same way? 

The probe comes a little late. The Sen- 
ate already had passed by a vote of 53-38 
the measure to remove federal price regu- 
lation from natural gas producers. Spear- 
headed by Sen. Lyndon Johnson (D- 
Tex), the bill went through on schedule 
even after Sen. Case had made his ac- 
cusations. 

By all means the charges should be 
investigated. Few times, if ever in his- 
tory, has a lobby so blanketed the coun- 
try. The big oil companies, who stand to 
profit most from this bill, have been quite 
frank about it. They want gas production 
unregulated and have waged a persist- 
ent battle dating back for years. One such 
bill was vetoed by President Truman. 

The ultimate cost to consumiers has 
been estimated at hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Opponents call it a bigger 
giveaway than tidelands oil.

State Withholding Tax 


May Prove a Bonanza 


The State Senate has agreed to a 
proposal by Sen. Everett Millican of 
Atlanta that a committee be appointed to 
study the possibility of a state income 
withholding tax. 

The proposal, which might catch 
Georgia’s estimated 200,000 tax evaders 
met with a notable lack of enthusiasm 
when first it was introduced. Later it 
gained a few more friends and yester- 
day passed by a vote of 30 to 15. The 
resolution now goes to the House, we 
hope for concurrence. 

Tax evasion is one of Georgia’s major 
problems. There is a well grounded sus- 
picion that the state could raise its in- 
come by séven millions annually if 
enforcement were better or taxpayer 
morale were higher. Failing these two 
factors, a withholding tax—if such a sys- 
tem is found to be practical—seems the 
answer. 

There is no argument about the need 
of additional millions for expanded state 
services under any circumstances. But 
due to the failure of this General Assem- 
bly to adopt any substantial economy 
measures this appears to be a sum that 
the legislators cannot afford to overlook.

Guided Missiles Lag 
Becomes Highly Serious 


Trevor Gardner, Air Force research 
chief, has threatened to resign in protest 
against “a lack of urgency” in guided 
missile and related weapons. ' 

This is a controversy long at the 
boiling point. 

Until now it has been confined to the 
Senate where Senators Russell and Sym- 
ington have been declaring this country 
inadequately armed in the field of guided 
missiles. But under cover almost every- 
one concerned has been talking off the 
record and all declare that Defense Secre- 
tary Wilson’s lack of imagination and his 
penny-penching methods have given the 
Russians a tremendous advantage over us. 

That the Air Force research chief 
should now threaten resignation to dram- 
atize the country’s lack of defense is il- 
lustration of the seriousness with which 
the men who know the true situation view 
our inadequacy. 

Meanwhile, Congress has before it a 
request for $25,000,000 to build facilities 
for a ballistic missile with a 1,500-mile 
range. It, too, is marked urgent. 

The Russians—say our experts—al- 
ready have such a weapon. 

We have not even appropriated the 
money to build a plant. 

The urgency—and the distress of those 
responsible for defense—is easy to com- 
prehend, 

Every day brings new evidence that 
Secretary of Defense Wilson is not fitted 
‘ for the job.

Williams, bought 4 
the newspaper in 
the Greene County seat. 

The son remembers that in those 
days the city owned the light plant 
and the current was turned on for 
night use only. The street light in 
front of the Presbyterian church 
was kerosene. The lamp tender 
came along each day to clean the 
globe and trim the wick. 

Although the city operated a wa- 
terworks, many families still de- 
pended on the open well. 

No chlorine, alum or fluorine in 
the water that came from the old, 
oaken bucket. You took it straight 
and unadulterated. 


Every summer Greensboro had 
one or two deaths from typhoid. 
(By the way, the Internal Revenue 
people have ruled that he who 
buys bottled distilled water mere- 
ly to keep from drinking fluori- 
dated city water can’t deduct the 
cost as a medical expense.) 

“The only wonder drug,’’ says 
the Greensboro editor, still speak- 
ing of ’way back when, ‘‘was to 
wear a bag of asafetida. Castor 
oil wasn't tasteless. You warmed 
it before the open grate in a table- 
spoon and chased it with an 
orange.’ 

The preachers in town get along 
better now than they did back 
then, Carey says. 

That's encouraging. There’s hope 
for the flock. 

The town had three livery sta- 
bles. The New York drummer 
came by train, stayed at the Rich- 
land Hotel and hired a colored 
driver to take him out into the 
county to make his calls. 

When James Cranston Williams 
bought the Herald-Journal in 1906, 
there were no boll weevils, but 
plenty of cotton.

The founder of the Goodwill Industries is a man I wish ] had 


met. He was, aS a magazine wrote several years ago, an enter- 
prising Methodist minister—‘‘bluff, jovial, unorthodox Edgar 
Helms.” 

He really used his church—establishing bathing facilities for 
his slum-dwelling parishioners under the pulpit and using the 


pews to hold cribs during the weekdays when the church operated 
@ day nursery. 


In 19012 when the Goodwill Industries got a big push with a 
$100,000 contribution from a wealthy friend, he built a factory to 
take more workers. Professional social workers complained that 
he was not properly investigating his cases to see if they de- 
served assistance. 

Helms, according to accounts, shrugged off criticism. 

“I'm not giving charity,’’ he said. ‘‘I'm giving jobs.’’ 


That has been through the years one of the impressive things 
about Goodwill. The aged and the blind, the crippled and the 
hard of hearing, spastics and polio victims, arrested tuberculosis 
patients and those who are mentally retarded . all of these 
and more earn a living working in the shops and factories of the 
Goodwill Industries. 

The organization gets some of its support from the Commu- 
nity Chest, but most of it from the sale of reconditioned furniture 
and clothing out of somebody's basement or attic. 

And seldom do you hear of the Goodwill asking for anything. 
The stuff you throw away they cheerfully take and convert into 
something usable for sale. The emphasis is on work. 


But now the Woman's Auxiliary to the Goodwill Industries 
is asking for something and it’s a wonderful chance to help 
them if you can. They need 100 folding chairs to be used in the 
chapel and the cafeteria in the plant at 888 Edgewood Ave., NE, 
where 55 handicapped people are employed. 


Folding chairs are needed because these two rooms are 
small and the chairs can be put away when not in use. If you've 
ever been to chapel at the Goodwill Industries or to lunch you'll 
realize the importance of these chairs. 

Just as the organization was built on the ‘‘not charity but 
jobs'’ premise, it has thrived on the daily devotionals of its 
workers. Every morning employes gather in the chapel before 
they begin work and hold a brief service of scripture reading, 
prayer and singing. 


“It's a fine way to start the day,” an old man told me. “I 
wish I'd found it years ago. When I leave the chapel and go to 
my work I got nice words going ‘round and ‘round in my head— 
Bible words and song words. Makes me feel good all day.”’ 

Lunch time is an important time in the factory because so 
many of the workers are not physically able to make a trip out- 
side, even if they could afford it. So a hot meal is served in 
the cafeteria at 25 cents a plate. 


Chairs are needed in both places—preferalhly strong, com- 
fortable folding chairs. But they need not be new or pretty. The 
auxiliary members are handy with paint brushes and they will 
make them presentable. 

And if you haven't any folding chairs to contribute, don’t let 
that deter you. Discarded furniture, clothing and shoes are wel- 
come. The Goodwill truck will pick it up if you phone them.

goes into the jar. 


It’s the jar plus the cap that seals the product, ac- 
cording to Miss Georgia Hess, moderator of a “This Is 
Our Line”’ panel presented Tuesday before the home 
economics section of the Association of Southern Agri- 


cultural Workers convention.

The panel discussion of home 
canning and freezing in glass 
jars opened the second day of 
the three-day convention of 
some 1,500 agricultura) workers 
from 13 states.

Hale Weyant, both representa- 


tives of glass jar manufactur- 
ers, and J. G. Woodroof of the 
Georgia Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station. 

The panel members discussed 
questions most frequently asked 
about home canning and freez- 
ing in glass jars.
